Mr  Mayor  & Gentlemen, 

I present  my  Report  upon  matters  appertaining  to 
the  Public  Health  of  the  Borough,  for  the  year  i960. 

Full  details  will  be  found  in  tne  body  of  the  Report* 
The  main  items  are  summaried  as  follows 

POPULATION. 

The  gradual  upward  trend  in  population  continues, 
the  present  figure  being  8,390,  an  increase  of  1,234  since  1947* 

BIRTHS. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  tne  second  highest  over  the  past 
13  years,  and  has  maintained  the  high  rate  of  over  20,0  per 
thousand  population,  which  has  appertained  during  the  past  five 
years. 

There  was  an  increase  in  Still-births,  and  a decrease 
in  Illegitimate  Births  over  the  preceding  year. 


DEATHS. 

The  General  Deatn-rate  was  lower  than  both  the  County 
and  Rational  Rates,  being  11.1/1000  population. 

There  was  a reduction  in  Cancer  deaths,  but  an 
increase  in  Accidental  deaths. 

There  have  been  no  deaths  due  to  Tuberculosis  since 

1953. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  was  a low  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease 
during  the  year,  the  largest  item  being  15  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery. 

Only  1 fresh  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  notified,  no 
serious  Infectious  Disease  was  notified, 

SUMMARY  OF  VITAL  STATISTICS 

Tne  statistics  for  the  Borough,  as  a whole,  can  be 
considered  most  satisfactory, 

ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE. 


Sampling  of  Milk,  Water  & Ice-Cream  continued  during 
tne  year.  The  results  of  sampling  can  hre  considered  satisfactory, 

ns  a general  rule,  the  requirements  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  are  being  met,  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning 
were  notified. 
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There  is  a tide  of  housing  need  building  up  in  the  Borough, 
due  chiefly  to  a lull  in  the  Housing  Programme  for  the  years 
"1957  - 1959.  Sixty  dwellings  were  expected  to  be  completed 
during  the  year  I960,  but  the  actual  figure  was  forty  six* 

One  of  the  most  serious  needs  is  the  housing  of  elderly  folk. 

The  General  Sanitary  state  of  tne  Borough  is  reasonably 
good,  and  should  be  considerably  improved  with  the  completion 
of  the  new  major  drainage  scheme. 


CONCLUSION. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council,  and  Heads 
of  Lepartments,  and  their  Staff,  for  their  continued  courtesy 
and  co-operation. 

You  will  appreciate  that  the  Routine  Public  Health 
Matters  are  attended  to  efficiently,  by,  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr  D.B. Evans,  and  his  Assistant,  Mr  G.W.Cole.

Sources  of  Supply ® 

1.  PRESCELLY. 

The  Prescelly  gathering  grounds  and  impounding 
Reservoir  (capacity  - 160,000,000  gallons)  are  situated  in 
North  East  Pembrokeshire,  as  a constitutent  member  of  the 
Preseclly  Water  Board,  the  Borough  has  an  allocation  from  this 
source®  The  present  allocation  is  400,000  gallons  per  day0  This 
water  is  a typical  upland  surface  water,  being  soft  and  somewhat 
acid.  It  is  ralatively  free  from  pollution,  and  passes  through 
a modern  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  before  entering  the 
trunk  main®  The  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  condition  of  the 
Water  is  controlled  at  source  by  routine  sampling,  (organised 
by  the  Engineer  of  the  Preselly  Water  Board). 

2.  CROWBILL. 

This  is  a shallow  well  on  the  Western  Bank  of  the 
Western  Cleddau,  situated  approximately  one  mile  from  the 
Borough.  The  supply  is  fluctuating,  but  the  average  91,000 
gallons  per  day  can  be  provided  from  this  source.  This  supply 
is  used  as  an  auiliary  to  augment  the  main  supply.

Refuse  Collection 

& Disposal. 

Household  refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly  by  0 side-loading 
refuse  vehicles,,  Hours  of  collection  are  sometimes  irragular,  leading 
to  bins  being  left  on  the  highway  for  unduly  long  periods.  This  in  turn 
is  liable  to  give  rise  to  some  nuisance. 

There  has  been  considerable  improvement  in  the  standard  of  refuse 
bins  used  by  householders,  but  the  position  could  still  be  further 
improved. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  in  the  new  Priory  Saltings 
Tip.  A certain  ammount  of  earth  is  used  to  cover  refuse,  but  falls 
short  of  recognised  controlled  tipping. 

The  Tip  is  periodically  treated  for  fly  fo  rodent  infestation.

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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


Certain  parts  of  the  Borough  still  continue  to  be  plagued 
by  itinerant  Caravan  dwellers.  Informal  action  taken  on  several 
occasions,  but  until  formal  action  is  taken  little  progress  can 
be  made. 

The  proposed  joint  & controlled  site  (with  the  Haverfordwest 
Rural  District  Council)  for  itinerant  caravans  has  not  yet 
materialised, 

PET  SHOPS. 


There  is  one  licensed  pet-shop  in  the  Borough*  This  is 
routinely  inspected.  No  adverse  comments  to  make, 

MORTUARY 

The  Mortuary  is  situated  in  St  Thomas  Green,  and  is  used 
and  maintained  jointly  with  the  Haverfordwest  Rural  District 
Council, 

The  building  is  old,  and  although  considerably  improved 
some  years  ago,  still  falls  a good  deal  short  of  the  standard 
of  modern  mortuaries. 

National  Assistance  Act* 

Burial  of  a ^olish  National  was  instituted  by  the  Council, 
Also  one  aged  person,  in  need  of  care  and  attention  was 
transferred  from  a Council  House  to  on  Old  person’s  Home. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL . 

The  Sewage  flow  from  approximately  80^  of  the  built  up 
portion  of  the  Borough,  together  with  the  sewage  flow  from 
certain  adjacent  areas  of  the  Haverfordwest  Rural  District 
is  disposed  of  in  crude  form  into  the  Riven  Cleddau. 

The  Western  section  of  the  Borough  is  drained  to  the 
partial  treatment  works  at  Merlin’s  Bridge,  operated  jointly 
by  the  Borough  and  Rural  District. 

The  Council  has  agreed,  in  principle,  to  a new  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  scheme*  Following  a Public  Inquiry,  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Health  has  given  approval  for  the  schwme. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES , 

There  are  5 Public  Conveniences  in  the  Borough,  and  the 
public  was  reasonably  well  catered  for  in  this  respect. 

A further  convenience  in  the  Quay  Street  area,  however, 
would  be  desirable. 

There  were  several  complaints  during  tne  year  regarding 
the  state  of  some  of  the  smaller  conveniences.  Unattended 
Conveniences  are  difficult  to  maintain  in  a clean  condition. 
Both  for  the  dignity  and  health  of  the  Borough,  the  maintenance 
of  Conveniences  in  a hygienic  state  should  be  a priority. 
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
